ONLY LASTING PEACE 
WANTED BY GERMANY 


President Wilson Doesn’t 
Think There Is Anything 
Tangible in German Reply, 
But Will Continue to Seek 
Peace Opening. 


Washington, September 17.—Germa- 
my has suggested informally that the 
United States should undertake to 
elicit from Great Britain, France and 
Russia a statement of terms under 
which the allies would make peace. 

The suggestion was made by the im- 
perial chancellor, Von Bethmann-Holl- 
wege, to Ambassador Gerard at Ber- 
lin as a result of an inquiry sent by 
the American government to learn 
whether Emperor William desired to 
discuas peace, as Count von Bernstorff, 
the German .ambassador,, and Oscar 
Straus recently had reported. 

Kaiser Made No Reply. 

Emperor Wliltam ‘himself made no 
reply nor did the imperial chancellor 
indicate whether he spoke on behalf 
of his monarch. Sees

“Germany appreciated the American 
government's interest.and offer of, serv- 
ices in tryimg to make peace. )Ger- 
many had war forced on her. Piven 
if she defeats. France, she must van- 
quish Great Britain and Russia also, 
as all three have agreed not to make 
peace except. by common consent. Eng- 
land has anpounced that she intends to 
fight to the limit of her endurance. In 
view of that determination the United 
States ought to get peace proposals 
from the allies. Germany could accept 
only a lasting peace, one that would 
make her people secure against future 
attacks. To accept mediation now 
would be interpreted by the allies as 
a sign of wedkness and also would be 
misunderstood by the German people 
who, having made great sacrifices, had 
the right to demand guarantees of se- 
curity.” 

‘Nothing Tangible, Says Willson. 

Ambassador Gerard added to this only 
the brief comment that he, himself, 
thought the way might possibly be 
opened to mediation. President Wil- 
son, however, did not regard the mes- 
sage as bringing anything tangible. 
He referred to the chancellor's con- 
versation as non-committal. The pres- 
ident took no action as a result of the 
message, waiting to hear from Am- 
bassador Gerard whether anything of 
@ more formal character could be ob- 
tained. 

Germany's position is that she will 
give her opinion on peace terms when 
ehe has received a definite statement 
from the allies of their proposals. The 
atatement that Germany had war 
forced on her as well as the declara- 
tion that she wanted a lasting peace 
is @lmost identical with remarks Sir 
Edward Grey made to Ambassador 
Page in London last week. 

The general belief tonight was that 
the president, after waiting a few days 
for more information from. Berlin, prob- 
e@bly would instruct the American am- 
bassadors at London, Paris and Petro- 
grad to communieate what the impe- 
rial German chancellor had said to 
Ambassador Gerard. It was believed 
the ambassadors. would be asked to 
reiterate the wish of the American gov- 
ernment to be of service in bringing 
about peace. a. 

Mey Get Something Definite. 

Diplomatists were disposed to believe 
that through such informal. conversa- 
tions something definite might be ob- 
tained as a working basis. If a con- 
cord of opinion for discussion of peace 
terms were reached, President Wilson 
then would endeavor to obtain an ac- 
ceptance of all belligerents of the 
Original tender of good offices. This 
would not mean a cessation of hostili- 
ties unless the mediating power spe- 
cifically made if a condition of media- 
tion and all belligerents agreed to it. 
An armistice would serve merely as a 
truce while peace was dftscussed. 

Various reports were current today 
that Germany had named several con- 
ditions under’ Which she would make 
peace; that she had refused proposals 
to alter the territorial status of her 
empire and possessions and would cede 
no territory or dismember her fleet, 
but it was said authoritatively that 
nothing of this character was contain- 
ed in any of the messages from Berlin 
to the American government.

BLOCKS ROBBERY 


Prompt Appearance of In- 
surance Man Results in 
Capture of Two Negro 
Women. 


When Howard Pattillo, a prominent 
fire insurance man and ex-police com- 
missioner of Atlanta, heard weak cries 
for aid in the darkness near his home 
at 171 East Fair street last evening 
he rushed downstairs to find an old 
man the victim, it is said, of two negro 
women. They had beaten him and 
robbed him of $60 tn cash. 

J. ©. Brently, a peddler, for many 
years known to the residence sections 
of Atlanta, had just sold the two 


| negresses-a-—watermeton: -According-te-}-- 
his story, he had taken out his poewetop% 


book to make change and one of the 
women snatched at it, but he held on 
tightly. Not gaining their point, they 
then boldly set upon the aged man, 
beating him to the ground and at- 
tempting to stifle his cries for help, 
he claims. It was at this moment 
that Mr. Pattillo became aware of his 
predicament and rushed to Brently’s 
assistance. Mr. Pattillo was followed 
shortly by B. Ragsdale, his chauffeur, 
and Mattie Gilbert, the cook. 

The negro women denied all connec- 
tion with the old man’s plight. Mr. 
Pattillo guarded the prisoners while 
Ragsdale summoned the police. The 
old man said that he had lost a large 
sum of money. After a search a wal- 
let containing $60 was found in the 
grass of an adjoining yard. 

The two women. were identified as 
Eliza Martin and Willie. Lowe, both of 
176 South Forsyth. The detectives 
have been looking for them for thefts 
committed during Shriners’ week. 

Negroes Are Captured. 

When Call Officers Cochran and 
Gantt closed in upon Jackson's soda 
fountain, at 97 Richardson street, they 
captured two negroes, Charles Meeks 
and Joseph King, who were busy bur- 
glarizing’ the place, according to the 
captors. 

W. E. Thomas, of 175 Windsor street, 
first noticed that the fountain had 
been broken into. He then sent a lady 
to telephone the police, while he stood 
guard over their place of entry with 
a rifle. 

As the grim visage of Patrolman 
Gantt appeared at the rear door the 
two thieves made a dash for a side 
entrance. When they met Officer 
Cochran here, both men boldly set 
upon him in a mad fight for freedom. 
Cochran quickly overpowered Meeks. 
At the same time he was compelled 
to shoot King, who was desperately 
endeavoring to strike him over the 
head with a heavy club. The wounded 
negro was taken to the Grady hospital, 
where a flesh wound in the thigh was 
found.

Germans Fought Their Pursuers 


AND 19 ARE INJURED 


When an Illinois Central 
Freight Train Strikes a 
Crowded Street Car in a 
Suburb of. Memphis. 


Memphis, Tenn., September 17.—Nine 
persons are known to have been killed 
and more than fifteen injured when an 
Illinois Central freight train crashed 
into a crowded street car near Bing- 
hampton, a suburb of Memphis, early 
tonight. 

The car, a “trailer,” was struck mid- 
way and was hurled over an embank- 
ment, the foremost of the freight cars 
toppling over on the wrecked car. Two 
hours after the accident occurred nine 
dead bodies had been taken from the 
wreckage and fifteen injured had been 
sent to hospitais. 

The conductor, who escaped with 
slight injuries, reported that about 
thirty-five passengers were aboard the 
car, which left Memphis at the height 
of the evening rush hour. The motor 
car drawing the ill-fated trailer clear- 
ed the railroad tracks ahead of the 
train and none of the passengers 
aboard it were hurt. 

How Accident Happened. 

According to an eye-witness the acci- 
dent happened at a time when two 
freight trains were switching over the 


| street railway crossing. The conduc- 


tor of the ill-fated street car had 
given thé signal for his motorman to 
proceed after one of the freight trains 
had crossed the tracks. He failed to 
observe the other train coaming from an 
opposite direction. 

The conductor and a number of pas- 
sengers saw the oncoming train in time 
to jump, and escaped with slight in- 
juries. Several passengers remained 
in their seats and were carried about 
200 feet before being thrown into a 


ditch.

“The enemy has found means to ar- 
rest his retreat for the time being and 
is offering stubborn resistance on the 
line which he has prepared strongly 
for defense. He has received consid- | 
erable reinforcements, probably from! 
Lorraine, where he seems to have aban- 
dond the offensive. 

“The fighting is hottest around Sois- 
sons, where the British army is in ac- 
tion. 

“Terrible stories are reaching Paris 
of piles of dead and wounded which 
encumber the battlefield of the Marne 
and the Red Cross is working night and 
day. At one place, it is said, the Ger- 
mans erected a barrier six feet high 
of corpses behind which to resist the 
French. This barrier was carried aft- 
er a terrific struggle Dy the slags 


Turcos, leaving 1,500 dead on the bat- 
tlefield.” 
The correspondent of The Times at 
Havre thus describes the battle: 
“As opposed to the battle of the' 
Marne, which was a battle of rivers | 
and plains, woodlands and high pla- 
teaus, the battle of the Aisne was a 
river crossing on a scale never before 
seen in the history of the world: a tri- 
umph of organization and engineering 
as much as of courage and fighting 
powers. The time was Saturday even- 
ing, and the moment had arrived when, | 
if the fleeing host was to be saved,'! 
some sort of stand must be made. 
German Guus Placed. 

“The enemy gathered hurriedly to-} 
gether for a great effort on the heights 
which overlooked the river. He had} 
his guns placed and his men ready 
when the British and French troops 
reached the south bank of the river. , 
Clearly it was essential to the allies’ 
that a crossing be made if the great 
pursuit was to be continued and the. 
hard won victory pressed home. But, 
the river was swollen, running swift- 
ly after the recent heavy rains, bridges‘ 
must be built under a withering fire, 
they must be maintained undamaged 
and must be crossed. 

“All the ventage points were held 
by the men rendered desperate and 
fighting for their liveg. It was a ter- 
rible prospect, but it did not daunt 
our splendid forces. 

“The attack began Sunday morning 
with all the dash that characterized 
the great struggle of the week before. 
Our guns were brought up, placed in 


position, and a terrible artillery duel 
opened; for as long as: the German 
artillery remained unsilenced there 
was little hope of crossing the river. 

“During this fire our engineers 
worked laboriously, bringing up great 
pontoons wile the fire slowly decreas- 
ed their numbers. ° 

“After some hours of this supreme 
effort the enémy’s guns on the north 
bank are silenced and the troops. begin 
crossing while the allies’ artillery still 
sweep the heights protecting their pas- 
sage. 

“By sunset when the cold rain and 
wind starts the heights are won, the 
enemy thrown back: and our troops 
across at three crossing places. 

“While this battle ts- proceeding a 
most exciting battle of aeroplanes, Ger- 
man and English, occurred high in the 
air. It was a great struggle, the ma- 
chines darting hither and thither ti] 
finally the German, wounded, falis to 
the ground.” 

Veritable Slaughter. 

Regarding the battle of the Aisne 
under date of September 16, the corre- 
spondent of The Chronicle says: 

“The town of Soissons cannot yet be 
entered, for it is still raked by artillery 
and rifle fire, while rear columns of 
smoke mark several points where 
houses are burning in the center of the 
fighting lines, where the allied pontoon 
corps have been trying to keep the 
vibes they succeeded in construct- 
neg. 

*“Men from the front tell me that the 
combat has been a veritable slaughter 
and that the unceasing fire of the past 
four days puts any previous battle any- 
where completely in the shade. 

“Several crossings were effected 
Sunday, but the German guns got the 
range and compelled them to with- 
draw. Last night, however, the allies 
brought up heavier guns and these 
change the prospect. 

“T can clearly trace the abandonment 
during the last three hours of a num- 
ber of German positions by the smoke 
of tng guns moving further over the

DEAD AUSTRIANS 
~GHOKE STREAMS

Horrible Scenes on the Bat- 
tlefields in Galicia — All 
Discipline Is Lost by the 
Fieeing Austrians. 


London! September 18.—(2:46 a. m.) 
“Newspaper. correspondents describe 
horrible scenes on battlefields aban- 
doned by the Austro-Germany forces 
last week,”: says The Morning Post's 
Petrograd correspondent. 

Streams, they say, were choked with 
elain men trodden down in the head- 
long flight till the waters were 
dammed and overflowing: the Danks. 
Piles of dead are awaiting ‘Durial or 
burning. Hundreds of acres are sown 
with bodies and littered with weapons 
and battle debris, while wounded and 
riderless horses are careering madly 
over the ahandoned. country. 

“The line of retreat of the Austro- 
German forces was blocked with de- 
bris of every kind—valuable military 
supplies, telephone and telegraph in- 


stallations, light railway and other 
stores, bridging material—in fact, 
everything needed by a modern army 
was flung away in flight. More than 
1,000 wagons with oommissariat sup- 
plies were captured. 

“The Bourse Gazette, apparently in- 
spired, declares Russia will enter into 
no peace negotiations, direct or in- 
direct, until Prussian militarism is 
crushed.” 

The Central News has a dispatch 
from Petrograd saying the retreating 
Austrian army in Galicia has lost all 
discipline and that the retirement has 
become a rout. 

RUSSIA MAKES 
PRISONERS WORK. 

Petrograd, September 17.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—-The Bourse Gazette says that 
up to a few days ago the Russians held 
200,000 prisoners who are being rapidly 
distributed to many distant districts. 
Most of them are being given labor. 
Thousands are being used on. the rail- 
ways and others are helping with the 
harvest and plowing, while still others 
are lumbering and road making. Many 
have been sent té Turkestan for work 
on the drainage system. Efforts are 
being made to prevent this influx of 
labor interfering with regular wage 
earners. The minister of agriculture 
has issued the following statement re- 
garding the prisoners: 

“The prisoners must work to insure 
their existence. We shall pay for the 
work done, but our position is not 
that of ordinary employers. Our prtson- 
ers must work, in return for which we 
shall support and feed them.” 

Colonel Shumsky, military critic of 
The Bourse Gazette says: 

“The daily carrying capacity of two 
railways from Jaresiau and. Przemys! 
to Cracow ig equivalent to one division 
of the Austrians. Therefore, it will re- 
quire seventeen days to convey the sec- 
ond and fourth armies from Przemys! 
to Cracow, while the retreat by road 
will require three weeks. It is believed 
the Austrian and German staffs are un- 
dertaking a new concentration, prob- 
ably in Cracow, of between 1,000;000 
and 23,000,000 men. 

“The enormous Austrian losses are 
due to the putting of raw landsturm 
troops into the firing line.” 

GERMAN TROOPS

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London, September 17.—Another great battle, even more vital 
for the countries concerned than those that have preceded it, is in 


the region of Noyon, on the river

result only in a more fiercely contested battle, with masses of troops 
throwing themselves at each other, and every available piece of 
artillery concentrated in the determined effort of the armies to break 


GERMAN FORCES 
ARE FORTIFIED. 

The Germans, who a fortnight ago 
had to abandon their first swift en- 
deavor to destroy the armies of France 
and Great Britain and capture Paris, 
have fortified themselves on the 
mountains north of the river Aisne, 
through the Piains of Champagne and 
in the Argonné mountains, through 
which the Meuse flows. They are in 
stronger positions than they were for 
the battle of the Marne and have been 
strongly reinferced with fresh troops 
from the north and east. They al- 
ready have attempted counter at- 
tacks against the allied troops, which, 
flushed with victory, have been try- 
ing to prevent them from entrenching 
themselves. 

According to English and French of- 
ficial reports, these attacks have been 
repulsed and the Germans compelled 
to give way at certain points, but the 


German general staff claims the op- 
posite. 


HILL COUNTRY 
HELPS GERMANS. 


It is certain, however, that the hilly 
country north of the Aisne offers good 
ground for such tactics. It would ap- 
pear that these western wings of the 
two armies, the German right and the 
allies’ left, again are to bear a heavy 
part. Upon the armies of General Von 
Kluck and General Von Buelow de- 
pend the safety of the rest of the Gar- 
man army should retreat be decided 
on or forced on them. Besides hold- 
ing the front they have to be prepared 
to withstand another attempt on the 
part of the allies to outflank them.

The little British army that has 
fought so long and so hard is looking 
forward to support from Indian troops, 
which soon should be at the side of 
the Englishmen, if not.for.the present 
battle, then for the one which must 
soon follow it, no matter how it goes. 

The French ‘troops, who occupy a 
valuable center of occupation at Sois- 
sons—the engineers having closely fol- 
lowed the army and repaired the rail- 
ways—are being reinforced, and, on 
the whole. both as to positions and 
strength of forces the opposing armies 
appear evenly matched except for the 
advantage of the allies in having an 
army to threaten Von Kluck’s flank. 

The situation along the rest of the 
line is much the same. In the center, 
, between Rheims and the Argonne, the 
Germans continue to fortify them- 
selves, while between, Argonne and the 

Meuse they are entrenching themselves 
fat Montfaucon. 

French officials warn the public that 
as the Germans occupy positions pre- 
pared for defense and are supported by 
heavy artillery progress must be slow. 

The Germans are preparing for every 
eventuality and are maintaining a 
force superior to that of the Belgian 
| army in Belgium to cover the retire- 

ment of the main army should that be- 

come necessary. They are reported to 
be strengthening fortifications on the 
Rhine, where, if necessary, they could 
continue a long defensive. 


AUSTRIAN ARMIES

in Germany, have had the tables turned 
on them by the Russian Generals 

Ruzsky and Brussiloff, and are threat- 
ened with ‘envelopment. Having 
| abandoned Lemberg they now are leav- 
ing Przemysl behind them and _ re- 
treating to Cracow. It is said by Rus- 
|sian correspondents that the Austrians 
' have lost al] discipline, the aim of the 
imen being to get across the Car- 
| pathians. If this is true, their com- 
manders are likely to have difficulty 
in leading them over'200 miles to Cra- 
cow, where they might find support 
from the newly formed German corps 
which has assembled there. Besides, 
they are in danger from the Russian 
army coming from the north. 

Austria is calling to the colors all 
men available for military service, in- 
cluding those previously rejected as 
unfit. But this hardly can help the 
army in Galicia, which, according to 
Russian reports, has suffered terrible 
losses. 

From East Prussia nothing new has 
come today except a report that the 
Russian General Rennenkampff has 
frustrated the attempt to out-flank 
him and that he has taken up posi- 
tions in line with the fortresses on the 
Russian side of the border. 


BELGIANS WORRY 
GERMAN INVADERS. 


In Belgium ‘there has been a con- 
tinuation of sKirmishes which have 
been a feature of the war since the 
Germans advanced into France, with 
advances and withdrawals as daily oc- 
currences. For example, the Germans 
yesterday reoccupied Termonde, only 
to leave it today. 

Besides the eastern portion of the 
country the Germans hold the line al- 
most to Tournai, in the department of 
Hainaut, thus preventing the Belgians 
from going too far in their harrying 
tactics on the German troops proceed- 
ing to France. 

Thus far, however, the Belgian army 
has fulfilled its allotted part by keep- 
ing at: least one division from going to 
the assistance of the army on the 
Aisne. 

In Italy agitation for the participa- 
tion of the country in the war seems 
to be on the increase. Italy’s posi- 
tion is described as one of “armed 
neutrality to prevent the war from 
causing her damage and to shape the 
new situation in conformity with her 
interests.”’ 

Rumania is in much the same posi- 
tion. She does not want to go to war, 


but at the same time does not want 
to lose any share of the spoils that 
might fall. to her.

Clothing 
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Resistance of .the Germans 


Not Yet Broken by the Allies 


Paris, September 17.—The official 
statement issued tonight announces 
that the situation is without change. 

The official report issued in Paris 
this afternoon on the progress of the 
fighting northeast of the capital states 
that the great battle is continuing with 
undecisive results. 

The resistance of the Germans has 
not been broken, although at certain 
points they are described as giving 
back slightly. At other points they 
continue to fortify themselves. 

The French have repulsed some of 
their counter attacks. 

French Official Statement. 

The text of the official communica- 
tion is as follows: 

“First—On our left wing the resist- 
ance of the enemy on the heights to 
the north of the river Aisne has con- 
tinued, in spite of the fact that the 
enemy gave back slightly at certain 
points. 

“Second—On the center, between 
Berry-Au-Bac, on the river Aisne, and 
the Argonne, the situation shows no 
change. The enemy continues to for- 
tify himself along the line previously 
indicated. Between the Argonne and 
the Meuse the Germans are entrench- 
ing themselves in the vicinity of Mont 
Faucon. In the Woevre district we 
have come in contaet with several de- 
tachments of the enemy between Etant 
and Thiaucourt. 

“Third—On our ..ght wing, in Lor- 
raine and the Vosges, there has been 
no change. 

‘Summing up, the battle is being 
continued along the entire front be- 
tween the river Oise and the river 
Meuse. The Germans occupy positions 
organized for defense and armed with 
heavy artillery. 

“Our progress is of necessity slow, 


but our troops are animated by a spirit 
of offensive action and they are giving 
evidence of vigor and enthusiasm. They 
have repulsed with success the counter 
attacks undertaken by the enemy both 
during the day and at night. The 
morale of the French soldiers is excél- 
lent. 

Pursuing Army of Crown Prince. 

The undetermined element in this 
fight is the allies’ right, which is in 
pursuit of the crown prince’s army. All 
reports indicate that the latter is quite 
as demoralized as was von Kluck’s 
army and is suffering equally from 
lack of provisions and ammunition. 
While von Kluck has no doubt re- 
ceived what he needs in this respect it 
is doubtful if the crown prince has. 

The issue of the battle may depend 
upon in what condition the crown 
prince reaches the front and whether 
he can make a stand and prevent the 
allies from turning the German left. 

Some of the military experts still 
think that the Germans hope by this 
action only to check the onrush of the 
allies and that later they will take 
up the defensive on the Namur line. 
There was credit even for a rumor 
current that Emperor William had or- 
dered General von Kluck not to re- 
sist in France and that he was ready 
to listen to offers of pene through 
Pope Benedict XV., or President Wil- 
son, but the steady stream of wounded, 
coming from the front, seems to dis- 
prove this and indicates that the bat- 
tle will be waged to a finish. 

Cold, heavy rains are falling today 
throughout the fighting zone in north- 
ern and eastern France. Military ob- 
servers are of the opinion that this in- 
clement weather will hamper the Ger- 
mans in greater degree than the 
French. It will make the use of their 
heavy field artillery impossible, ex- 
cept on the best roads and interfere 
with the progress of the German supply 
trains, encumbered with men made ill 


by exposure. 


How the Allies Pursued 
Armies of the War Lord 


Member of Sir John French's 
Staff Describes Chase of 
the Germans From Sep- 
tember 10 to 13. 


London, September 17.—An account 
of the operations of the British army 
in France and of the French armies 
in immediate touch with it during the 
period from September 10 to 13, written 
by an officer attached to Field Mar- 
shal Sir John French's staff, was is- 
sued tonight by the official press bu- 
reau. The account follows: 

“Since Thursday, September 10, the 
British army made steady progress in 
its endeavor to drive back the enemy 
in co-operation with the French. The 
country across which it had to force 
its way and will have to continue to 
do so, is undulating and covered with 
patches of thick woods. 

“Within the area which faced the 
British before the advance commenced, 
right up to Laon, the chief feature of 
tactical importance is the fact that 
there are six rivers running across the 
direction of the advance, at all of 
which it was possible that the Ger- 
mans might make resistance. These 
are, in order from the south, the Marne, 
Ourca, Vesle, ‘Aisne, Ailette and Oise. 

“The enemy held the line of the 


Marne, which was crossed by our forces 


September 9, as a purely rear guard 
operation. Our passage of the 
which here runs almost ‘due east and 
west, was not contested, The Vesle 
was only.lightly held, while resistance 
along the Aisne, both against the 
French and British, has been and still 
is of a determined character. 

“On Friday, September 11, but little 
opposition was met with along any 
part of our front, and the direction of 
the advance, for the purpose of co-op- 
erating with our allies, was_ turned 
slightly to the northeast. The day 
was spent in rushing forward and gath- 
ering in various hostile detachments. 
By nightfall our forces had reached @ 
line north of the Ourcg, extending from 
Oulchy-le-Chateau to Longpont. 

General Advance of French. 


“On this day there also was a gener- 
al advance of the French along their 
whole line, which ended ina substan- 
tial success. In one portion of the 
field Duke Albrecht of Wuerttemberg’s 
army was driven back across the Saul, 
and elsewhere the whole of the corps 
artillery of a German corps was cap- 
tured. Several German colors were 
taken. 

“It was only on this day that the full 
extent of the victory gained by the 
allies on September 8 was appreciated 
by them, and the moral effect of this 
success has been enormous. An _ or- 
der dated September 6 and 7 issued by 
the commander of the German Seventh 
corps was rege up. It stated that 
the great object of the war was about 
to be attained, since the French were 
going to accept battle, and that upon 
the result of this battle would depend 
the issue of the war and the honor of 
the German armies. 

“It seems probable that the Ger- 
mans not only expected to find that the 
British army was beyond the power 
of assuming the offensive for some 
time, but counted on the French hav- 
ing been driven back on to the line of 
the Seine and that, though surprised 
to find the latter moving forward 
against them after they had crossed 
the Marne, they were in no wise de- 
terred from making a great effort, 

“On Saturday, the 12th, the enemy 
were found to be occupying a very 
formidable position opposite us on the 
north of the line at Soissons. They 
held both sides of the river and an 
entrenched line on the hills to the 
north of eight road bridges and two 
railway bridges crossing the Aisne, 
within our section of the front. Seven 
of the former and both or the latter 
had been demolished. 

Long Range Artillery Duel. 


“Working from the west to the east 
our third army corps gained some high 
ground south of the Aisne, overiook- 
ing the Aisne valley, east of Soissons. 
Here a long range artillery duel be- 
tween our guns and those of the 
Fren@h on our left and the enemy's 
art’ #ry on the hillscontinued during 
the Jreater part of the day and did not 
cease until nearly midnight. The en- 
emy had many heavy howitzers in well 
concealed’ positions. 

“The movement of this army corps 
was effected in co-operation with the 
French sixth army on our left, which 
gained the southern half of the town 
during the night. 

“The second army corps did not cross 
the Aisne. The first army corps got 
over the River Vesle, south of the 
Aisne. after the crossing had been se- 
cured by the first cavalry division. It 
then reached a line south of Aisne, 
practically without fighting. Le8 

“At Braisne the first cavalry divi- 
sion met with considerable opposition 
from infantry and machine guns hold- 
ing the town and guarding the bridge. 
With the aid of some of our infantry 
it gained possession of the town about 
midday, driving the enemy north, Some 
hundred prisoners were captured 
around Braisne, where. the Germans 
had thrown a large amount of field 
gun ammunition into the river, where 
it was visible under two feet of water. 

“On our right the French reached 
the line of the river Vesle. On’ this 
day began an action along the Aisne 
which is not yet finished and which 
may be merely of a rear guard nature 
on a large scale or may be the com- 
mencement of a battle of a more seri- 
ous nature. 

“It rained heavily Saturday after- 
noon and all through the night, 
which severely handicapped transport. 


Extremely Strong Resistance. 


“On Sunday, the 13th, extremelv 
strong resistance was encountered 
along the whole of our front, some 
fifteen miles in length. The action 
Still consisted for the most part of 
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gue range gun fire, that of the Ger- 
mans being to a great extent from 
their heavy Howitzers, which were 
firing from cleverly concealed posi- 
tions. Some of the actual crossings 
of the Aisne were guarded by strong 
detachments of infantry with machine 
guns. 

“By nightfall portions of all three 
corps were across the river, the caval- 
ry returning to the south side. By 
this night or early next morning 
three pontoon bridges had been built 
and our troops also managed to get 
across the river by means of the 
bridge carrying the canal over the 
river. 

“On our left the French pressed on, 
but were prevented by artillery fire 
from building a pontoon bridge at 
Soissons. A large number of infantry, 
however, crossed in single file the to 
girder of the railroad bridge left 
standing. 

“During the last three or four days 
many isolated parties of Germans 
have been discovered hiding in the 
woods a long way behind our line. As 
a rule they seemed gliad to surrender 
and the condition of some of them 
may be gathered from the following 
incjdent: 

“An officer proceeding along the 
road in charge of a number of led 
horses received information that some 
of the enemy were in the neighbor- 
hood. He gave the order to charge,

whereupon three Gérman officers and 
106 men surrendered. 

“At Senlis, immediately upon his 
arrival, a proclamation was issued by 
the commander of a German division. 
The main points were that all arms 
were to be handed in at the town hall 
at once; that all civilians found with 

would be shot;. no person was 

in the street after dark; no 

hts were to be mb&intained in the 

ouses or streets; the dbdors of all 

houses were to be left open and the 

inhabitants were to collect in groups. 

Any obstruction of the German troops 

or the threatening of them would ~ 
punishable by death. 


Germans Abandon Bread. 


“At Villers Cotterets the mayor ap- 
pears to have behaved judiciously, and 
though supplies far in excess of the 
capabilities of the place were de- 
manded, the town was not seriously 
damaged. The Germans evacuated the 
place on September 11 in such haste 
that they left behind a large amount 
of the bread requisitioned. 

“Inhabitants said the enemy had 
destroyed and abandoned fifteen mo- 
tor lorries, seven guns and ammuni- 
tion wagons. 

“Rheims was occupied by the enemy 
September 8. It was reoccupied by the 

rench after considerable fightin 
September 13. ’ oe 

“On the 12th a proclamation, a copy 
of which is in the possession of the 
British army, was posted all over the 
town. A literal translation follows: 

‘““Proclamation—In the event of an 
action being fought early today or in 
the immediate future in the neighbor- 
hood of Rheims the inhabitants are 
warned that they must remain abso- 
lutely calm and not try to take part 
in the fighting. The erection of bar- 
ricades, the taking up of paving stones 
in the streets in a way to hinder the 
movement of troops, or, in a word, any 
action that may embarrass the Ger- 
man army is formally forbidden. 


Hostages Seized by Germans. 


“ “With an idea to securing adequate- 
ly the safety of the troops and to in- 
still calm into the population of 
Rheims, the persons named below have 
been seized as hostages by the com- 
mander-in-chief of the German army. 
These hostages will be hanged at the 
slightest attempt at disorder. Also 
the town will be burned and the in- 
habitants hanged for any infraction 
of the above. 

““By order of the German authori- 
ties. The Mayor.’ 

“Here followed the names of eighty- 
one of the principal inhabitants of 
Rheims, with their addresses, including 
four priests, and ending with the words 
‘and some others.’ ”’ 


RUSSIA URGES ITALY 
T0 STRIKE AT AUSTRIA 


Now Is the Time to Recover 
Trent and Trieste, Italy 
Is Told. 


Rome, September 17.—(Via Paris.)— 
The Giornale D'Italia quotes the Petro- 
grad newspaper Birgewja Wiedomosty 
as saying that it reflects the view of 
the Russian government in declaring 
that Italy must take Trent and Trieste 
now with its own arms or never, for 
if the triple entente is victorious it is 
not probable that they will indemnify 
Italy by giving her those provinces as 
a reward for mere neutrality. Armed 
intervention by Italy, the Ruegsian 
newspaper is quoted as saying, would 
be most useful at the present moment 
to assist Russia in the campaign 
against both Austria and Germany. 

Italy Calls Reservists. 

London, September 17.—In a dispatch 
from Paris the correspondent of The 
Daily Telegraph says that the Italian 
reservists in the French capital have 
been called for September 28. They 
believe, the correspondent says, that 
this means Italy's entrance into the 
war. 

Italian Attache Quits Berlin. 

Paris, September 17.—<According to 
an article in the newspaper Avanti, of 
Milan, Italy, the military attache of 
Italy has quit Berlin because of insult- 
ing remarks concerning the attitude of 


Italy in the war made in the official 
saion.

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BRITAIN REGRETS. 
CARDEN OUTBURST 


Sir Cecil Spring-Rice Apolo- 
gizes for Interview of Dip- 
lomat Criticising With- 
drawal of Troops. 


Washington, September 17.—Sir 
Cecil Spring-Rice, the British ambas- 
sador, called at the state department 
today and formally expressed his re- 
gret for the publication of an inter, 
view attributed to Sir Lionel Carden, 
former’ British minister to Mexico, 
criticising the United States for with- 
drawing troops from Vera Cruz. 

The interview, the ambassador ex- 
plained, was contrary to diplomatic 
usage and regulations of the British 
government, and was therefore unau- 
thorized. He explained that as it 
was printed after Sir Lionel had sail- 
ed from New York, it was impossible 
to obtain a denial from him without 
sending the text of the interview by 
wireless. 

A dispatch containing the text had 
been sent to the British government, 
it was stated, to await Sir Lionel when 
he arrives in England. Until then the 
matter will rest in abeyance. 

Congratulatory Messages. 


Congratulatory messages from 
Mexico and from Mexicans in the 
United States poured in at the white 
house on the withdrawal of Ameri- 
can forces from Vera Cruz. 

General Carranza expressed great 
satisfaction through American Consul 
Silliman and said he would send a 
tormal note of thanks later. 

Administration officials reiterated 
today that the statement attributed to 
Sir Lionel Carden, British minister to 
Mexico, reflected his personal attitude 
towards Carranza. They declared no 
complaint had come from any foreign 
government, and the state of unrest 
alleged to have been described by Sir 
Lionel had not been reported in any 
official messages.

BRITAIN HAD TO FIGHT

Attack on Belgium Forced 
England Into War. 


London, September 17.—Fifty of the 
best-known British authors, among 
them men and women of divergent 
political and social views, have signed 
a declaration saying they are all agreed 
“that Great Britain could not, without 
dishonor, have refused to take part in 
the present war.” 

The signers include Rudyard Kip- 
ling, H. Granville Barker, Sir J. M. Bar- 
rie, Arnold Bennett, Robert Bridges, 
G. K. Chesterton, Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle, Sir H. Rider Haggard, Thomas 
Hardy, Anthony Hope Hawkins, Jerome 
K. Jerome, Henry Arthur Jones, H. G 
Wells and Mrs. Humphry Ward. 

After reviewing briefly what they 
claim are causes that led to the war, 
they say: 

“When Belgium, in her dire need, ap- 
pealed to Great Britain to carry out 
her pledge, this country’s course was 
clear. She either had to break the 
faith by letting the sanctity of’ 
treaties and of treaty rights of small 
nations count for nothing before a 
threat of naked force or she had to 
fight. She did not hesitate, and, we 
trust, she will not lay lown arms till 
Belgium’s integrity is restored and her 
wrongs redressed.”

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HOW BRITISH SUBMARINE 
SUNK CERMAN CRUISER 


The E-9 Dived and Launched 
Ton Torpedoes at the 
Kaiser’s Warship. 


London, Septcmber 17.—The Harwich 
correspondent of The Daily Telegraph 
sends this story of how the German 
cruiser Hela was destroyed, as told by 
one of the crew of submarine E-9: 

“In the early hours of Sunday morn- 
ing two or three British submarines 
were stalking the Helfa about 6 miles 
off the rman coast. The wind was 
freshening, and the sea was beginning 


to get rougher. The «-8 came to the 
surface at 6:30 o’clock and sighted the 
enemy, which was seen to be within 
range. 

“With all possible speed the E-9 dived 
and at a sguitr-'!e depth launched two 
torpedoes at intervals of 15 seconds. 
Whether both struck is not definitely 
known, but one of them certainly was 
effective, as the explosion followed. 

“The E-9 remained below about 
quarter of an hour gnd then came to 
the surface, but only for survey, which 
showed the Hela listing badly. There 
were other German ships in the vicin- 
ity, but none were active fighting units. 

“The submarine prudently dived 
again immediately. After an interval 
of something over a quarter of an hour 
it came to the surface again, but the 
Hela had disappeared. 

“The submarine got away safely, but 
was unable to make a report of her 
achievement to the admiralty until to- 
day, when she first got within her 
wireless range. The submarine crew 
say their boat never was seen by the 
enemy.”

NATIONAL BANKS 
UPPOSE THE PLAN 


To Allow State Banks to 
Issue Emergency Money. 
Treasury Officials Also 
Oppose. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, September 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Opposition to Senator Hoke 
Smith’s amendment to the currency 
act, to admit state banks to share the 
benefits of national currency 4as- 
sociations, was voiced by officials of 
the treasury department today before 
the house banking and currency com- 
mittee, 

Four members of the federal reserve 
board were present and unanimously 
condemned the proposal. They insist- 
ed that only national banks which car- 
ried the burdens of the federal re- 
serve system should share this privi- 
lege of issuing emergency currency. 

: Banks Hoarding Money. 

Charles H. Hamlin, governor of the 
federal reserve board, predicted that 
the federal réserve banks would be in 
operation within four or five weeks 
and would furnish abundant currency 
to supply the need for currency. 

Paul M. Warburg, a member of the 
board, charged that banks were now 
hoarding money and not loaning it. The 
inauguration of the new system would 
cause them to let out this money, he 
predicted, and make business condi- 
tions easier. 

The treasury officials urged an 
amendment to the currency act which 
would permit banks to carry in the 
federal reserve bank any part of their 
reserves which are now required by 
law to be kept in their own vaults. 
They also urged an amendment to sec- 
tion 16 of the act, which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“The secretary of the treasury is 
hereby authorized to devise and put 
into operation a system of clearances 
of national bank notes between the 
treasury, federal reserve banks and 
member banks, and for that purpose 
to designate federal reserve banks as 
agents of the United States.’’ 

Owen-Smith Bill to Fail. 


In view of the opposition of the fed- 
eral reserve board, which seemed to 
be shared by a majority of the mem- 
bers of the house banking and cur- 
rency committee, it is not likely that 
the Owen-Smith bill will be adopted 
by the house. 

Comptroller of the Currency Wil- 
liams told the committee he had re- 
ceived letters from many national 
banks threatening that they would 
withdraw from the currency associa- 
tions if state banks were permitted 
to enter. The national banks feel 
that an unjust share of the burden of 
carrying these associations would be 
thrown upon their membership if 
state banks were allowed to join. 

Secretary McAdoo stated that he had 
no objection to the proposal to in- 
crease the percentage which banks 
might loan on commercial paper from 
30 to 75 per cent of their combined 
capital and surplus, as was provided 
in the Smith-Owen bill. He said un- 
der the federal reserve system, when 
established, they could loan more. 

The change in reserve requirements 
which the board recommended will in- 
crease the credit of the national banks 
and their power to issue currency by 
$700,000,0090. 


Harding for State Valorization. 


W. P. G. Harding, of Birmingham, a 
member of the federal reserve board, 
in discussing the cotton situation to- 
day before the committee, approved 
the idea of having the individual cot- 
ton producing states valorize the crop. 

“I approve the plan on which the 
governor of Alabama is working,” he 
said. “Il would have the states issue 
bonds in denominations of $50 and 
$100 and purchase 5,000,000 bales of 
cotton. It would bring up prices to a 
normal level and in the end the states

a deep impression upon those present. 

Members of the congressional cotton 
conference committee tonight  post- 
pyned until tomorrow consideration 
of plans suggested by a special com- 
mittee for federal taxation to restrict 
the production of cotton next year. 

Must Be Short Crep Next Year. 

Owing to the failing market this 
year because of the war, it is deemed 
imperative by senators and represen- 
tatives from cotton-growing states 
that there should be a short crop next 
year in order to avert a surplus and 
demoralization of prices. 

A special committee, composed of 
Senators Williams, White and Clark, 
of Arkansas, and Representatives 
Hardwick and Burgess, has reported 
that federal imposition of a prohibi- 
tive tax on production would be con- 
stitutional. They propose that a tax 
of 10 cents a pound should be levied 
next year on all cotton in excess of 
50 per cent of this year’s production or 
that a tax of $20 an acre should be 
assessed on acreage planted with cot- 
ton in excess of 50 per cent of this 
year’s acreage. 

The cotton conference is to discuss 
the advisability of submitting a bill 
to congress.

“The real explanation seems to be 
that when half the population of East 
Prussia stampeded before Genera] 
Rennenkampf, carrying the panic to 
Berlin, Germany felt compelled to tran- 
quilize the population by sending a 
great army to the area occupied by 
the: Russians.” 

ALL RESERVISTS 
CALLED BY AUSTRIA. 

Paris, September 17.—Rome _§ dis- 
patches from Vienna says a telegram 
to the Havas agency state that The 
Neue Frie Presse announces the ap- 
proaching call of all reservists en 
masse. According to The Reichspost, 
Emperor Francis Joseph said to the 
Archduke Charles Francis when the 
latter was leaving to take his place in 
the army: 

“Never in my life has anything cost 
me so much pain as the duty of making 
such a grave decision.” 


BRITISH TRAINING SHIP 


FOUNDERS IN CHANNEL 


London, September 18.—The admiral- 
ty announces that the training ship 
IL., formerly the battleship 
foundered during a gale in 
the English channel, and that twenty- 
one members of her crew were drown- 
ed. At the time of the disaster the 
Fisgard II. was being towed. 

The Fisgard foundered off Portland 
as she was being towed by tugs 
through a heavy sea. Forty-four of 
the crew were rescued by the ae 

The crew was composed mostly of 
dock yard workers. The vessel was 
outward bound from Portland when 
she struck rough weather. In the 
storm some of her heavy equipment be- 
came loosened, giving her a heavy list.

STRUGGLE TO BE LONG, 
“SAYS LORD KITCHENER 


He Tells Lords What Must Be 
Done to Bring Victory 
for the Allies. 


London, September 17.—Speaking in 
the house of lords today Field Marshal 
Earl Kitchener revealed the strength of 
the British expeditionary forces in 
France and described what he believed 
must be done to assure a successful is- 
sue of the conflict. A steady flow of 
reinforcements was required, he said. 

There were already in France, the 
secretary of \.war said, more than six 
divisions of British troops and two di- 


‘visions of cavalry, which were being 


maintained at their full strength. 
Further regular divisions and addition- 
al cavalry were being organized from 
units drawn from over seas garrisons, 
which were being occupied territo- 
rials and volunteers. A division of ter- 
ritorials already had left for Egypt, a 
brigade had gone to Malta and a gar- 
rison force to Gibraltar. 


Two New Armies. 


Referring to the two new armies, the 
secretary said that new divisions were 
being collected at the training quar- 
ters. The third army was being form- 
ed on the new camping ground, and 
the fourth army was being created. 
Meantime Indian divisions were on 
their way. 

In his dispatches from the front Sir 
John French, commander of the Brit- 
ish expeditionary force, had omitted, 
the secretary continued, one aspect of 
the situation—‘the consummate. skill 
and calm courage of the commander 
himself.” The government appreciated, 
however, the full value of Sir John’s 
services. 

Earl Kitchener also paid a tribute 
to the other generals and the bravery 
and endurance of the officers and men 
of the expeditionary force. The latest 
advices from General French, he said, 
did not materially change the situa- 
tion, as it already was Known from 
published statements. The troops were 
reported to be in good heart and ready 
to move forward when the moment ar- 
rived.” 

As to Recruiting. 

On the subject of recruiting Earl 
Kitchener said: 

“A country which prides itself on 
outdoor sport as does England should 
have no difficulty in finding men capa- 
ble of making officers. The territo- 
rials are making great strides in effi- 
ciency, and before long will be able to 
take their part in the campaign. 
Meanwhile reserve units are being sent 
to augment the expeditionary force and 
their places are being filled by territo- 


rials. 

“While England has good ground for 
quiet confidence it should be borne in 
mind that the struggle is bound to be 
a long one, and it behooves us to de- 
velop armed forces to carry on and 
bring the mighty conflict to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. It will be neces- 
sary in order to keep the army at its 
full strength to maintain a steady flow 
of reinforcements.” 


GERMAN SIEGE GUNS 
HAVE LIMITED VALUE 


London, September 17-—The Paris 
correspondent of The Daily lTexgraph 
pays the value of the German siege 
guns is limited to two points. They 
can be dragged over muddy faads and 
they have wonderful armor-pfercing 
qualities when used against forts. In 
permanent fortified positions their ef- 
fect on the soldiers is terrible; some 


of the Belgians in Liege forte were 
driven crazy. 

But the French laugh at their effect 
in the open. ; 

“The German right wing,” adds the 
correspondent, “is still threatened, and 
it looks now as if enormous reinforce- 
ments would be needed by the Ger- 
mans, particularly on that wing toward 
Compilegne, before they can resume 
their advance. General Von Kluck 
seems to have been carried too far 
southeast by his own momentum, and 
certainly has been badly cut up in get- 
ting back.”

CRITICAL PROFESSOR 
HANDS IN RESIGNATION 


Remarks of R. E. Curtis Force 
Him to Quit Job at 
University. 


—, 


Athens, Ga., September 17.—(Special.) 
Roy Emerson Curtis, Ph.D., associate 
professor of applied economics and 
practical head of the new department 
of commerce at the University of Geor- 
gia, this afternoon resigned, and Chan- 
eellor Barrow was authorized by the 
prudential committee to select his suc- 


cessor. 

Circumstances of unusual nature 
hinted at interesting features’ back of 
the resignafgjon, but when seen the 
committee gave out the 
statement only as above recited with 
a copy of his resignation: 

‘September 16, 1914.—To the Board 
of Trustees, University of Georgia.— 
Gentlemen: I present herewith my 
resignation from the position of asso- 
ciate professor of applied economics. 
Very truly, R. E. CURTIS. 

The resignation was accepted. 

Article in Des Moines Paper. 

While the board gave out that only 
it is known that the prudential com- 
mittee met to consider a publication 
appearing in The Des Moines Register 
and Leader, signed by “R. E. Curtis, 
school of commerce, University of 
Georgia,” and addressed to the editor 
of that paper, severely arraigning the 
people and the legislature of Georgia 


for failure to appropriate to the edu- 
cational institutions of this state as 
lowa and Wisconsin are supporting 
their institutions. 

Especial notice was taken by many 
of the concluding paragraph of Dr. 
Curtis’ communication to the Iowa 
paper: “In the Tech case (failure to 
appropriate funds) the legislature was 
only following established precedents 
in that state (Georgia) among state 
and local officials and an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the voters in all mat- 
ters of education, sanitation and other 
phases. of progress. For downright 
contemptible stinginess, take the state 
of Georgia—and, for that matter, most 
of her near neighbors.” This was a 
part of the communication scoring the 
manner which Georgia treats her edu- 
cational institutions in comparison 
with western states. 

Published in Athens. 

The communication was published in 
a local paper a day or two after Dr. 
Curtis returned from a vacation at his 
old home in Iowa and immediately cre~ 
ated a furore. In the opening exer- 
cises of the University of Georgia Sen- 
ator Tooms DuBose stressed loyalty to 
state and institution, and said: “If 1 
were a member of the faculty of an 
institution and found that one of the 
students was disloyal I would consider 
such a condition grounds for expul- 
sion; if I were a trustee and one of 
the faculty was disloyal to the state 
or the institution in the first meeting 
I would move ‘to give such a professor 
his ‘walking papers.’” 

Today Dr. Curtis published a state. 
ment in which he said that the com- 
munication in the Des Moines paper 
was inocuous—that the “publication 
locally and just at this time” had been 
the deplorable features of the incident. 

Dr. Curtis came to Georgia two years 
azo when the school of commerce was 
established, coming from Iowa. He did 
splendid work in his department, ex- 
cepting that students complained that 
he belittled “the south,” and made the 
claim that “‘the south had never pro- 
duced a really great man,” arguing 
the case with the students. He has 
taken active part in the activities of 
the equal suffrage organization and in 
advocacy of commission form of gov- 
ernment in Athens.

WAR TAX OPPOSED 
BY STOCK BROKER 


They Say the Exchanges Are 
Closed and Their Business 
Is Demoralized. 


—— 


Washington, September 17.—Stock 
brokers are protesting against the pro- 
posal to include in the war revenue 
bill now being drafted a special tax 
on them of $50 a year. Such a tax 
was levied in the war revenue act of 
the Spanish-American war, which the 
democratic caucus authorized the 
ways and means committee to emu- 
late. The stock brokers say stock ex- 
changes are closed throughout the 
country because of the war, and that 
their business is demoralized. They 
uncertainty as to 
when stock exchanges will resume 
operations. 

The matter will be taken up tomor- 
row, en the committee expects to 
receive from the treasury department 
estimates of revenue to be derived from 
special and stamp taxes proposed to be 
levied. Several members of the.com- 
mittee maintain that the broker tax 
should be included because the brokers 
have not closed their offices. 

Some members desire to exempt 
checks from the proposed 2-cent stamp 
tax if the treasury estimates show 
that $100,000,000 in revenue can be 
raised without them. Great increases 
in land transactions and insurance 
business since the Spanish war, they 
believe, will afford sufficient stamp 
tax revenues. 

If it is found undesirable to elimi- 
nate all checks it may be decided to 
exempt all checks of $50 or less. The 
principal reason advanced for this ex- 
emption is that it would relieve the 
banks and merchants from annoying 
detail and also relieve from the tax 
burden persons of small means.

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COTTON WAREHOUSES. 

The Constitution publishes today, from 
Clyde King, president of the Atlanta Agri- 
cultural Works, an unqualified indorsement 
of the contention of C. W. Olson, one of the 
southern managers of the United States 
Fidelity and Guarantee company, that no so- 
lution of the cotton problem in the south 
today or in the future will be permanent un- 
less it is based upon adequate warehousing 
facilities for cotton, under federal jurisdic- 
tion. Mr. Olson, who is a bonding expert of 
prominence, advanced these views several 
days ago in The Constitution, and they have 
received warm and widespread commenda- 
tion. He declares that the present helter- 
skelter system of warehousing and grading 
and supervising the storing of cotton is all 
against relief, either normally or intimes of 
emergency, and that the sooner the south 
_ wakes to this fact the better for each factor 
in its economic scheme. 

The long-standing method of financing 
southern cotton by the warehouse system is 
inadequate, unbusinesslike, wasteful and a 
makeshift. It is true that at present and in 
the past banks and financial concerns gen- 
erally have been willing to advance money 
upon cotton properly stored, but such pro- 
ceedings have been invariably at a handtcap 
and at a greater cost to the farmer. 

If today there existed throughout the 
cotton belt a chain of duly accredited ware- 
houses bonded and under adequate super- 
vision as to grade, etc., the problem that 
now faces the farmer would be half solved. 
Certificates representing cotton thus stored 
would be negotiable instruments, or could 
be made so, throughout the world. There 
would be no excuse for the dalliance of 
congress in emergencies like that now con- 
fronting us. There would, in all likelihood, 
be no such troublesome specter as distress 
cotton. 

Texas has recognized this salient truth. 
According to reports, that big cotton-growing 
commonwealth is preparing to erect a sys- 
tem of warehouses capable of housing all 
the distress cotton that may offer. 

In the multiplicity of details that press 
upon our people for attention, here is one

COTTON FOR DEBTS. 

The Constitution’s news and advertising 
columns bear increasing witness to a patri- 
otic and economically sound effort to ease 
the cotton situation, and that is the growing 
list of important business houses that agree 
to accept cotton warehouse certificates at 
the rate of 10 cents a pound for debts. 

.The Constitution looks to see the plan 
very generally adopted throughout Georgia 
and the south, with the result that tension 
will be immediately relaxed. 

There is every reason why countless num- 
bers of enterprises in the south should use 
this method, and the sooner they make clear 
their intention to do so the more salutary 
‘will be the effect. 

Properly warehoused and insured, cotton 
offers splendid security for debt. The price 
at which it is generally being taken for that 
purpose, ten cents, is conservative and en- 
tails a risk that is safely negligible. 

If even a portion of the debts of the 
farmers of the south is amortized in this 
fashion, the effect will be far-reaching. 
Large quantities of so-called “distress” cot- 
ton will be taken off the market, the general 
influence will be to increase prices and lend 
stability to the situation. 


Every steadying agency is of benefit un- | 


der present conditions. The greater the 


number of firms that accept cotton wholly 
or partially for debt, the more quickly will 


the status in the south react to normal. 


BOOKS FOR POOR CHILDREN. 
The petition of the Civic Educational 


: League to the mayor and council asking that 


provision be made for poor children whose 
parents are unable to buy their school 
books, well deserves the serious considera- 
tion of the city government. 

The Constitution does not believe it to be 
the province of the city to furnish school 
books generally, but we are emphatically of 
the opinion that it is the duty of the city to 
see to it that no child is denied the ad- 
vantage of an education on account of the 
inability of his parents to furnish him with 
books. 

The petition of the Civic Educational 
League, whose appeal is presented else- 
where in this issue, does not contemplate 
anything more than that books be provided 
for children whose parents cannot supply 
them. There are many such in Atlanta— 
children of indigent parents and many little 
ones who have no parents at all. 

In such cases it is not only the duty, but 
it should be the pleasure of the general com- 
munity to lend a helping hand, and at most 
the expense would be inconsiderable. 


THE RUSSIAN OPEN DOOR. 

Sergius Sazonoff, minister of foreign 
affairs for Russia, has issued a categorical 
invitation to English and American manu- 
facturers to prepare to cater to the Russian 
trade formerly held by Germany. 

In a press statement he says that Ger- 
man exports to Russia before the outbreak 
of war aggregated $500,000,000. He declares 
this tremendous sum must now be reaped 
by sources other than German, and specifies 
America especially as the country that will 
profit from the great readjustment now un- 
der way. 

The foreign minister emphasizes a point 
often advanced by The Constitution with 
regard to trade in South America, the Orient 
and abroad generally, when he says that if 
America is to reap the full benefit of a rare 
opportunity steps must now be taken, ex- 
perts must now be dispatched to Russia to 
study needs and conditions and machinery 
set in motion so that the moment hostilities 
are concluded we will be in position to do 
business. 

The fault, heretofore, with the south and 
all of America, for that matter, has been 
that we proceeded on the assumption that 
foreigners would greedily absorb precisely 
the same goods, under the same conditions, 
obtaining in our own markets. 

We have overlooked the fact that if the 
English exporter, the German exporter and 
the French exporter sought to impose his 
own peculiar ideas of articles and methods 
on us, he would get nowhere in capturing our 
trade. We have lost sight of the lesson taught 
us by these three great exporting powers 
in South America and the Orient, and that 
is study of native needs and customs and 
consistent compliance with them. Our con: 
sular representatives have time and again 
warned us of the error, but we have been 
slow to take advantage of the warning. 

It is likely, however, that the upheaval 
now under way in Europe will teach us our 
lesson in this respect, and persuade us to 
apply in the competition for foreign trade 
the same common sense we apply in trade 
competition at home. 

The larger slice of half a billion dollars 
is worth fighting for. That is what awaits 
this country in Russia, which is not likely 
to turn to Germany, whichever side wins, 
once peace is signed. 


THE LAST OF CARDEN. 
As if to give final proof that America has 
no monopoly of indiscreet and gabby diplo- 
mats, Sir Lionel Carden, former British am- 


bassador to Mexico, has returned home dis-. 


credited, breathing threatenings, slaughter 
and ridicule against President Wilson and 
Carranza. 

Carranza has all along believed, and ap- 
parently with good reason, that Carden’'s en- 
couragement was responsible for Huerta’s 
resistance to diplomatic pressure and the 
plan to eliminate him peacefully. The 
British diplomat’s own conduct, more than 
once repudiated by his government, gave 
color to this belief. Time after time he 
went out of his way to place his personal 
approval upon the Huerta policies, to inti- 
mate that the United States ought‘to recog- 
nize Huerta and to leave no stone unturned 
to give the semblance of stability to the lat- 
ter’s tottering administration. 

It had been Carranza’s intention, upon 
reaching Mexico City, to give Carden his 
passports without ceremony. The interven- 
tion of this government obviated what 
might have been an embarrassing diplomatic 
complication, and allowed Sir Lionel to de- 
part with more deference to his rank. The 
incident does not, however, appear to have 
made any impression upon Sir Lionel or to 
inspire him with reciprocal gratitude. He 
seizes the first opportunity to violently criti- 
cise President Wilson for planning to with- 
draw troops from Vera Cruz, and says that 
the one hope of stability in Mexico is inter- 
vention by this country. 

Already the British ambassador to Amer- 
ica has repudiated Carden’s utterances, and 
there is little question that London will be 
quick to follow suit. Carden had been 
slated to represent his country in Brazil, but 
after this latest display of imprudence it 
would not be surprising if he were accorded 
an indefinite vacation. 

The more one sees of the Carden type of 
diplomat the more the necessity for men of 
the reticent type of John Lind becomes ap- 
parent.

Would Prohibit Planting 
Of Any Cotton Next Year 


Editor Constitution: If the cotton grow- 
ers of the south will immediately demand a 
conference of their governors and the pas- 
sage of drastic laws making it a penalty to 
permit a stalk of cotton to grow anywhere 
in the south another year we will have, 
indeed, solved the problem of low-price 
cotton for all time to, come, and, at the 
same time, we will have swept the boll 
weevil from our fields and stopped the ruin 
and disaster which is sure to follow in its 
wake. A great many people will say, if we 
grow no cotton next year, what will be- 
come of our labor—how will we care for 
them? The point is, what are you going to 
do with them under present conditions and 
boll weevil conditions? There are thou- 
sands of men in every walk of life and in 
every community of our country today out 
of employment. If we will not grow any 
cotton another year and the world is given 
to understand that this is an accomplished 
fact, we will see a marked advance im- 
mediately. 

One-half of our crop, sold under these 
conditions, will bring more money and very 


much quicker, than if we attempted to sell 


the entire crop. The situation would be 
relieved immediately, there would be an 
active demand and rapidly advancing mar- 
ket. There are thousands of people, know- 
ing that no cotton would be grown next 
year, who would not sell a bale, and, the 
bulk of the cotton crop, in my opinion, 
would be carried over until next year. The 
farmers could easily keep their tenants 
because they need not gin their entire crop. 
One-half of it, under the conditions named, 
would pay their debts, and, having their 
money crop on their farms, for next year, 
they could plant all of their lands in grains 
and grasses, and every farm in the country 
would have ample labor to do the work 
we have all been trying to do for years. 
We would get our farms in order; the tired 
cotton lands would get a much-needed rest, 
and would grow peas and other legumes; 
we would build our pasture fences and 
enter upon a permanent plan of growing 
live stock. 

Suppose, for the sake of argument, that 
the Germans are driven back into their 
own country; England, Russia and France 
would take things easy; they would sit 
down quietly to starve the Germans out, 
instead of trying to murder them with shot 
and shell. The factories of England, Rus- 
sia, France, Switzerland, and, in fact, of all 
countries except Germany and Austria, would 
immediately begin to run. Would this hurt 
our position? It will simply advance the 
price of cotton the more and we will have 
shown the world that low-price cotton has 
gone forever and ever, and the sgouth will 
have come into its own. 

I trust. the people of Mississippi will 
meet in their respective communities on 
Saturday, the 19th, and send good dele- 
gations to the state meeting at Jackson on 
the morning of the 22d inst., and I want 
The Constitution to kelp me get them 
there.

Where Are the 
Bonded Warehouses? 


Editor Constitution: Under the heading, 
“Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo on 
Emergency Currency System,” in your issue 
of the 15th, you report him as saying:* 

“T stated here yesterday that it was 
my purpose to accept notes and obli- 
gations, secured by cotton warehouse 
receipts, properly certified and issued 
by responsible warehouse men 0or 
warehouse companies and back- 
ed by responsible agencies, so that 
when their warehouse receipts are is- 
sued we know that they represent 
something actually in storage there. 
What does this mean?” 

I repeat the question; what does this 
mean? What will be considered “properly 
certified notes and obligations,” “backed by 
responsible agencies,” by the banks of last 
resort in the ordinary course of business: 
the big banks of New York and elsewhere? 

We have been trying for the last ten 
days to met a “bonded warehouse,” and have 
not found a cotnpany who is either willing 
to give us, or who can give us, the neces- 
sary. information and assurances. The claim 
is that the state laws stand in the way and 
that they, the companies, will take it under 
advisement. Will you let us know if there 
is a true “bonded warehouse"’ in the state, 
and its location if there is one? If there 
is not one, why? Other states have them: 
are our laws so peculiar that such a thing 
is impossible? 

The real basic trouble in the south is 
now to reduce the 1915 cotton crop. To the 
solution of this problem the greatest energy 
must be given. Other states, under “boll 
weevil” .conditions, took radical steps in 
this direction, so it would not seem to be 
impossible of solution. Pledges given by 
the farmers to that effect, through the 
banks, merchants, supply men and fertil- 
izer companies, before credit or accommo- 
dation is given, may be the way rather 
than legislative enactment. 

Your early reply is awaited.

The Holland Letter 


At the end of the first month of the Eu- 
ropean war conditions in the United States, 
and especially in New York apd other large 
financial centers, can best be described by 
saying that we continue to mark time. In 
some respects, the situation from the point 
of view of finance and banking is somewhat 
improved. In one respect, there is great im- 
provement. For a few days after the stock 
exchanges were closed and absolute dead- 
lock prevailed in the foreign exchange mar- 
ket the apprehension was great that financial 
chaos might come. That fear has been dis- 
pelled. There is confidence that the author- 
ities at Washington and the leading bankers 
of the United States, acting tn co-operation 
with the American public, may speedily find 
a@. g00d way out of what is stbstantially a 
condition of impasse, at least so far as our 
international trade and financial relations 
are concerned. 

When its governors receive@ tnformation 
which caused them to close the stock ex- 
change many were the predictiors that trad- 
ing would be resumed on the floor of the 
exchange within a few days. Now no one 
ventures to predict the time when the ex- 
change will be opened. The doors will not 
be opened until there is assurance that the 
American securities market will be able 
to take care of whatever is offered by the 
holders ‘of American securities in other 
lands. In the Wall street district the only 
reply given to the question, “When will the 
exchange open?” is this: “No one can tell.” 
Sometimes bankers and brokers reply in the 
colloquialism of the day, saying: “You n 
search me.” These replies make it certain 
that there will be no surprise if the exchange 
remains closed perhaps for two or three 
months, but there would be some astonish- 
ment if the governors of the exchange 
should decide at an early day to open the 
doors. , 

At this time of the year it has been the 
custom for more than fifty years for great 
currents of money to flow from the east 
to the agricultural sections of the United 
States, so that a little later there would 
begin a heavy movement of crops to the 
markets. But among the other disturbances 
or changes caused by the European war is 
a delay in the movement of the crops to the 
market. These stupendous harvests, as a 
whole, unmatched in our history, must await 
the course of events across the sea, and 
especially in England. This may tend to re- 
duce the earnings of the railroads, at least 
temporarily. 


Feeding Germany. 

There are intimationg in this city that, 
through a friendly understanding with Hol- 
land, Germany may be able to secure much- 
needed food products from the United States. 
These, when the ocean is free again and 
commerce bearers are plentiful, may be ex- 
ported to Holland, the American exporters 
knowing no other purchasers than the mer- 
chants of Holland, who, in turn, may sell 
these American food products to Germany. 

While American finance [fn its interna- 
tional relations is now marking time, the 
deadlock in the foreign exchange continues. 
The master minds of foreign exchange who 
for a few days after Germany declared war 
were persuaded that they would be able 
to solve the riddle of foreign exchange ap- 
pear at the end of the first month of the war 
to be no nearer a solution than they were 
when they approached the problem. It is this 
situation which serves considerably to com- 
plicate our international financial relations. 


It Will Be Paid. 

One of the problems which presses for im- 
mediate solution is the manner in which the 
debt owed by New York city in Europe, ag- 
gregating some forty millgons, and soon to 
become due, is to be paid. There is no dispo- 
sition to procrastinate the payment. New 
York city has the funds, and these funds 
will be in the control of international bank- 
ers. If foreign exchange were normal, or 
even above the normal point, there would be 
no question about the payment on time of 
this New York city debt. But if it were 
necessary to buy exchange at the present 
rate, and if these rates were to continue for 
five montha, or until the entire debt has been 
paid, it would be a charge upon New York 
city’s treasury of between three and four 
million dollars. But the debt will be paid in 
gold if it be necessary to do that. 

There seems to be some misapprehension 
about the character of this New York city 
debt. Many persons are persuaded that Kk 
is a part of the bonded debt, or what is call- 
ed technically New York city stock. It is 
really, however, an obligation of which the 
evidence is negotiable instruments, similar 
to the English exchequer bills. New York 
city has for years found it convenient to 
anticipate its tax receipts by borrowing 
money with the understanding that the notes 
which are the evidences of the debt are to 
be paid off when the city receives its tax 
receipts. For several years some of the 
financial authorities in this city have won- 
dered whether this method were wise. How- 
ever, it has been thought tnat if Great 
Britain deems it good financing to borrow 
money on short-time notes with the implied 
security or tax receipts, New York city can 
with good judgment follow the same course, 

The municipal obligations of New York 
city have for years found a ready market 
across the seas. France began to take in- 
terest in these securities at least fifteen 
years ago. It has been for ten or fifteen 
years the persumption that a considerable 
portion of the New York city stock that 
runs for many years has been absorbed by 
the French people, although the purchase 
of this stock has usually been under cover. 

The Situation in 1907. 

The situation today with regard to the 
New York oity notes which are about to 
fall due is curiously similar and even more 
curiously dissimilar to the situation which 
arose late in the summer of 1907. Then 
New York found it impossible to sell a large 
block of city stock, and the sale was. aban- 
doned. Later, at the time of the October 
panic, it was imperative that New York city 
should sell a very large block of stock, for 
unless money was secured in this way the 
city would be obliged to announce that it 
was, temporarily at least, bankrupt. The 
late J. P. Morgan, as the head of the syn- 
didate and through the utilization of clear- 
ing house certificates, relieved the city of 
this embarrassment although the action 
added to the other embarrassment occasion- 
ed by the panic. Then there was a currency 
famine and credit was shattered. Now 
money its plentiful. There ig a plethora of 
it. New York city has or can obtain the 
funds with which to redeem its notes, but 
there is an obstacle in the way of payment 
created by the excessive rates for foreign 
exchange and by the belier that it is the 
part of wisdom for the United States at 
this time to part with as little gold as 
possible. HOLLAND.

HABITs. 

A habit ts an action with a self-starter. 

Most actions have to be begun by the 
man who produces them. But == habit at- 
tends to the starting itself.

SERVIA. 

Servia, which has the proud distinction 
of having started the greatest war that 
the world has ever seen, is about as large, 
comparatively, as the match which fires the 
powder keg. It has 19,000 square miles, and 
it has been prancing about vigorously in 
history for the last 1,300 years. 

Servia, located in the southeast corner 
of the Balkan volcano, across the River 
Save from Austria and 17,000,000 miles from 
universal peace, is little smalier than West 
Virginia, looks much like that state—being 
plentifully .speckled with low mountains— 
and acts considerably like West Virginia 
during a coal strike. It has 3,500,000 people, 
each of whom is armed with a name which 
drives an American telegraph editor into 
unnatural gloom when he tries to de- 
cipher it. 

The principal occupations of the Servians 
are farming, cattle-raising, fighting, and 
emigrating to America. This country will 
soon be the greatest Servian nation on earth 
if the population of Servia itself continues 
to stroll into the cannon’s mouth much 
long er. 

The Servian is the first cousin of the 
Russian, and belongs to the Slav family. 
There is a vast difference between a Slav 
and the same word with an “e” on the end 
of it, as far as the Servian is concerned. 
He takes no interest in slavery whatever, and 
is as easy to govern by a hostile power as 
a swarm of hornets would be. Eastern his- 
tory is stuffed with the enlivening accounts 
of attempts by various nations to make the 
Servian come when called and jump through 
a hoop at the request of some other nation.” 
It can be done, but other nations have about 
come to the conclusion that the result isn’t 
worth the effort. 

The Servians moved into their country 
in the seventh century, after the Romans, 
Huns, Ostrogoths and others had infested 
it for centuries. In the fourteenth century 
Stephen Dushan, who is as big to Servians 
as Napoleon is to the French, r exceed- 
ingly through the neighborhood and an- 
nexed Albania, Bulgaria, Thrace and most 
of Greece. Later on, Turkey conquered 
Servia, but succeeded in 1718 in working it 
off on Austria, who held it until her fingers 
were severely burned and then passed it 
back to Turkey. Servia revolted against 
Turkey and its own rulers with a glad cry 
in 18138, 1815 and biennially thereafter until 
1878, when it got full independence and per- 
mission to accumulate its own national debt, 
which it has done with great diligence ever 
since, being now considerably behind in in- 
terest, but otherwise cheerful 


FRANCE. 

The Republic of France, which is now 
engaged in a desperate attempt to get even 
with Germany for the beating up which 
the latter country gave it in 1870, is a 
etate of enthusiasm varying from inspira- 
tion by hysterics. It comprises one of the 
western corners of Europe, which is about 
400 miles square and goes up in the air as 
far as 30,000 feet at times during great 
political crises. 

France has 36,000,000 people, but it 
sounds like more than that when a few of 
them are talking.

Next to the thriftiness of the French 
people, the most amazing thing about them 
is their universal ability to talk French. 
Only those who have attempted to wrap 
their tongues about this elusive language 
can realize the greatness of this feat. The 
French language is spoken with the tongue, 
ably assisted by the nose, the shoulders, thé 
hands, the eyebrows, the hair and the back- 
bone. France has always been deficient in 
athletics, but she does not need games. Her 
language is athletic enough. 

France produces silk, fine linens, fast 
automobiles and enormous quantities of 
artistic things to sell to tourists. It also 
suggests each year the style of clothes to 
be worn in the world. French women are 
the most effectively dressed women in the 
world, while no one can equal the French 
man in the art of growing and*sculpturing 
whiskers. 

France also produces about two billion 
gallons of wine each year and drinks most 
of it. Sitting on the sidewalk at a small 
table and drinking wine at the rate of two 
sips an hour, with conversation between, is: 
the great French recreation. 

France is most noted for Paris, sero. 
planes, actresses, the Eiffel tower, the duel- 
ing system, the Latin quarter, and its his- 
tory, which is congested with romance. The 
greatest Frenchman was Napoleon, who had 
all Burope at his feet one hundred years 
ago. Anyone who will produce another 
Napoleon for France at this minute wilj 
receive a liberal reward. 

France is a republic, with a president 
used only for ornament, and a chamber of 
deputies, which is as explosive as gasoline. 
The French government supervises every- 
thing in France very earnestly and has suc- 
ceeded in piling up $6,000,000,000 in debts 
without impairing the credit of the country. 

France and the United States have al- 
ways been friendly. France sent Lafayette 
and an army to this country during the 
revolution and gave us the Statue of Lib- 
erty. In return we send them 100 boatloads 
of tourists every summer, and our wives 
wait for their new hats until they see what

“Whereas, many children will be de- 
prived of securing the benefits of a free 
education to which they are entitled in our 
ublic schools because of the inability of 
their parents to provide the necessary

Each one of the children in the list 
of over three hundred furnished the 
echool board has been investigated by 
the Associated Charities workers and 
they are children who, unless given 
books, could absolutely not take ad- 
vantage of the public school system 
of the city. 

Books New This Year. 
Associated Charities 
each year taken care of the sev- 


to purchase the necessary school sup- 
plies, being able to do so on account 
of large donations of second-hand 
books and small money gifts for this 
purpose. The fact that this year all 
the books are new and second-hand 
books cannot therefore be used, makes 
it impossible for the Associated Chari- 
ties to vide for these children as 
they haved the past. 

Accordingly the list of 310 names 
were turned over to the school board, 
with the assurance of the Associated 
Charities that unless they were fur- 
nished with books they would not be 
able to enter school. In the great ma- 
jority of instances these are the chil- 
dren either of widowed mothers, or 
children whose fathers have deserted 
them. Most of them would enter the 
first, second or third grades. 

It is understood that the school board 
is now endeavoring to work out a plan 
whereby money to furnish books to 
these children can be secured.

“If the legislature of Texas, the big- 
gest cotton-growing state in the union, 
could do no better than this to solve 
the problem, what could the Georgia 
legislature do?’

NORTH AVE. CHURCH DAY 
SCHOOL HAS 200 PUPILS 


Large Attendance Marks Be- 
ginning of the Sixth Session. 
Splendid Addresses. 


The sixth session of the North Ave- 
nue Church Day school opened Wednes- 
day morning auspiciously.

HEADS THE VETERANS 


Judge Cobb Elected Adjutant. 
Four Hundred Old Soldiers 


in Annual Parade. 


Macon, Ga. September 17.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Captain W. H. Harrison, of At- 
lanta, was elected commander of the 
Georgia division of the Confederate 
Veterans at the closing session of 
their reunion here today. He succeed- 
ed Colonel J. W. Preston, of Macon, 
who had held the office during the 
past year. 

Captaig Harrison defeated two other 
Atlanta teen for the place, they be- 
ing Captain C. W. Mangum and Ma- 
jor Nathan Lyons. Judge John A. 
Cobb, of Americus, was elected adju- 
tant, while all of the present briga- 
dier generals were re-elected. 

One of the features of the closing 
session today was an address by Gen- 
eral Bennett H. Young, who came all 
the way from Louisville, Ky., to be 
with the Georgia veterans in their 
annual gathering. General Young is 
commander-in-chief of the United 
Confederate Veterans. 

This afternoon the annual parade 
was held, about four hundred veterans 
being in the line, 100 mounted on 
horses and the balance in carriages. 

The Sons of Veterans marched with 
the veterans, the procession being 
headed by the Macon drum and bugle 
corps. 

The ranks of the veterans have 
thinned out considerably during the 
year and there are now only compara- 
tively a few left. It is thought that 
not more than one or two more re- 
unions will be held. 


HUGHES WANTS PROBE 
OF COTTON SEED PRICES 


Washington, September’ 17.—(Spe- 
cial.) Representative Hughes, of Geor- 
gia, on learning that the prices of cot- 
ton seed had fallen to $10 and $15 per 
ton as against $20 to $80 last year, has 
set on foot an investigation by the de- 
partment of justice to learn whether 
this is the result of a conspiracy 
against the cotton farmers. 

He said the prices of cotton seed 
“fluctuate with a singular regularity’’ 
at prices far below what it is really 
worth, and he wants to know whether 
the fixing of the set prices by the buy- 
ers is due to “coincidence or co-opera- 
tion.” 

The European war would not account 
for the depressed prices, since most of 
the products of cotton seed are used at 
home, said Mr. Hughes. Next year, he 
predicted, cotton seed meal would be 
used as fertilizer in place of potash 
from Germany. 


JAPAN IS FRIENDLY 
TO THE UNITED STATES 


Tokio, September 17.—A notable 
demonstration of friendship . toward 
the United States was made tonight 
at a dinner given by the Japanese as- 
sociation, which was attended. by 
Takaaki Kato, the Japanese aorvee 
minister, and George ’, Guthrie, the 
United States ambassaqdor. 

Viscount Kentaro Kaneko, president 
of the association, scored those per- 
sons who, he said, were trying to 
estrange the United States and Japan. 
' “Japan not only will not attack the 
Philippines,” said Viscount Kanekg, 
“but she never had any idea of dis- 
turbing the tranquility of the terri- 
torial waters of the Philippines. Our 
friendship will be as’ firm and_ im- 
movable as historic Plymouth Rock.” 

Other speakers suggested an alli- 
ance between the United States and 
Japan for the preservation of peace in 
the Pacific. 


AMERICAN CARGOES 
RELEASED BY BRITAIN 


Washington, September 17.—Advices 
to the state department today showed 
that in many cases the British govern- 
ment already has released cargoes of 
American goods seized in belligerent 
vessels at the outbreak of war. Many 
such cargoes have been forwarded to 
their destinations. American shippers 
are expected to ask for several million 
dollars in damages for delays caused 
by seizure, but the state department 
will not take up that question immedi- 
ately. 

If damages are asked by the United 
States for delay by seizure it has been 
suggested that shippers must face the 
fact that under international law ships 
sailing at any time do so with the risk 
of exposure to conditions arising from 
a possible declaration of war while en 
route.

LIQUIDATED AT 9.90 


Exchange Committee An- 
nounces That 300 More 
Bales Have Been Liqui- 
dated by Ballot. 


New York, September 17.—It was of- 
ficially announced by the conference 
committee of the cotton exchange to- 
day that 300 bales of December con- 
tracts had been liquidated by ballot at 
9.90, presumably against yesterday's 
transactions in Liverpool. This was 
followed by reports late in the after- 
noon that another 500 bales would be 
liquidated at the price of 9.50 for De- 
cember today, making a total of 1,800 
bales liquidated so far on the move- 
ment, and the committee issued a no- 
tice to members reiterating the terms 
of the original agreement that sales 
in the Liverpool ballot must be ac- 
companied by purchases here, or evi- 
dences that sales abroad were of un- 
hedged cotton, if not against spots. 

No official statement was made as 
to the details of the proposed syndi- 
cate plan of liquidation. The price of 
spot cotton in Liverpool was reduced 
20 points, in keeping with the reduc- 
tion in the price of futures, while 
southern advices indicated continued 
steadiness in primary markets. 

A private crop report made the con- 
dition 76.6, against 79.9 two weeks 
ago and 67 per cent last year.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
IS QUOTED LOWER 


Better Feeling in Wall 
Street--Standard Oil Stock 
Sold at Prices on Parity of 
Those of July 30. 


New York, September 17.—Weakness 
of foreign exchange, which fell to the 
lowest quotations since the outbreak of 
the war, was the most significant de- 
velopment today in the general finan- 
cial situation. Cables on London de- 
clined to 4.961-2 and demand at 4.96, 
chiefly as a result of foreign buying 
of the New York city notes. 

Graim bills were in better supply and 
offerings of cotton bills on Berlin con- 
stituted a new feature of the exchange 
market, which embraced more. activity 
in francs and pesetas. Gossip centered 
largely around the New York city loan 
and its attendant features. The most 
conservative opinion was that HKurope 
would take at least 20 per cent of the 
issue. Demand for private investors 
and big corporations such as the insur- 
ance companies, was said to be gratify- 
ingly large. 

The better sentiment extended to the 
curb, private sales of Standard Oil is- 
sues being reported at prices on @ 
parity with those of Jujy 30. As @& 
partial offset, however, it was said that 
bond prices were lower, fear of foreign 
liquidation tn these securities being the 
most serious aspect. 

Other adverse news was contained in 
the passing of the International Har- 
vester common dividend, similar action 
by the Crucible Steel company on its 
preferred stock, and more curtailment 
of operations by several of the Michi- 
gan copper companies. In every in- 
stance these conditions were traceable 
to the foreign situation. 

On the other hand, advices from Chi- 
cago and other important trade centers 
bespeak a more cheerful view of the 
near future, several large industrial 
companies adding to their 
forces, 

Caloulations regarding this week’s 
bank ‘statement are likely to go awry, 
ag a result of the payments now being 
made for account of the city loan. 
Western banks are lending more freely 
in this market because of the attractive 
rates, which hold steady at 7 to 8 per 
cent. 

London’s discount rates continue to 
offer a striking contrast to our own, 
three months’ bills being taken there 
at 8 per cent, although the Bank of 
England rate remained unchanged. That 
institution made a favorable return to- 
day.

State of Georgia, regulating the salaries of 
the judges of the Supreme and Superior 
Courts by providing for the payment from 
the county treasury of Bibb county to the 
judge of the superior court of the circuit 
of which the said county is a part of ad- 
ditional compensation. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state Georgia, That para- 
graph 1, of section 13, of article 6, of the 
Constitution of, the state of Georgia, as 
amended by the act of the general assem-

“RUNOFF? RAGES 
FIXED FOR OCT. | 


\Candidates for Recorder and 
| Tax Collector Must Notify 
Committee by Sept. 25 of 
Intention to Make Race. 


Interest today in city politics is cen- 
tered in the “run-off” contests between 
John Y. Smith and George E. Johnson 
for recorder and £. E. Williams and 
Frank Smith for tax collector. 

That there will be a second primary 
on October 1 was clearly indicated 
Thursday when Candidates Johnson 
and Smith declared that because of 
' the close vote and the large fields they 
were pitted against they would insist 
that the city executive committee order 


a second primary. 

The executive committee met at noon, 
and, after t@bulating the returns, 
adopted resolutions fixing the date for 
holding the “run-off’’ contests October 
1. Committeeman C. L. Allen offered a 


resolution requiring the candidates to 
notify the committee not later than 
September 28, at 12 o’clock, of their in~ 
tention to participate in the second pri- 
mary. This was passed. 

‘Tl have a good chance of being 
elected in the second primary,” said 
Mr. Johnson Thursday. “I will stay in 
the race and expect to be elected by a 
good majority over Mr. Smith.” 

Frank Smith, who ran second to Tax 
Collector E. E. Williams, expects to get 
a large majority of the votes cast for 
Payne and Lassalle in Wednesday’s 
primary. He said Thursday: 

“T will be a winner in the second 
primary. While I would have been 
gratified to have been elected in the 
first primary, still it was hardly ex- 
pected that with four oandidates in 
the field any one of them would get a 
majority of the votes cast, which would 
have been necessary for a complete vic- 
tory. Several hundred voters for Las- 
salle and Payne will vote for me in 
the second primary.” 

John Y. Smith, who led the ticket in 
the recorder’s race, and E. E. Williams, 
who led for city tax collector, take the 
position that they should not be forced 
into a second primary by reason of 
their having received more votes than 
any of the gother candidates in the 
races in which they took part. They 
say that a second primary will be a 
burden on them, and it will have the 
effect of keeping the people exoited 
for several months to come. 

However, the matter lies entirely 
with the second candidates as to 
whether there shall be a second con- 
test. If they file their intention with 
the committee another contest must be 
called. 

No protests were heard from any of 
the defeated candidates when the ex- 
ecutive committee met° Thursday. Poli- 
ticians who have followed the cam- 
paigns of the various candidates were 
on hand when the votes were tabulated, 
not with any interest in the contested 
races, but to learn how many scratches 
were recorded against some of the un- 
opposed candidates. 

The official figures given out by the 
executive committee does not change 
the result of the races. The figures 
show that The Constitution’s figures 
were accurate in all except one race. 
In this race the difference between The 
Constitution figures and the official 
returns was not more than six votes.

Marietta, Ga, September 17.—(Spe- 
clal:)—Cobb county officers inaugu- 
rated a novel scheme for collecting 
fines here today. Fines go to pay the 
costs of court, mainly to the solicitor 
general, the sheriff and the clerk of 
the court.

FARMERS ASKED TO HOL 
A BALE FOR EVERY PLOW 


Buy-a-Bale Movement Indorsed 
by Farmer’s Union of 
Laurens. 


Dublin, Ga., September 17.—(Special.) 
The Laurens County Farmers’ union 
got squarely in behind the cotton hold- 
ing movement at the regular monthly 
meeting, held Wednesday at Dexter, 
and passed resolutions indorsing the 
buy-a-Dale movement and requesting 
that each member of the union, every 
farmer not a member, throughout the 
south take upon himself to hold back 
at least one bale of cotton to each plow 
this year. 

The resolution also declared in favor 
of holding until 12% cents could be 
obtained, and is as follows: 

“Whereas, The business men gener- 
ally throughout the south and even be- 
yond the borders of our own cotton- 
growing states have expressed in 
splendid terms their faith in the cotton 
holding movement by the farmers 
through what is Known as the buy-a- 
bale campaign based on 10 cents per 
pound. 

“Therefore, out of a spirit of reci- 
procity and co-operation, we, the au- 
thorized delegates of all the locals of 
the Laurens County Farmers’ union, 
in regular session at Dexter, Septem- 
ber 16, 1914, urge upon every farmer 
in Laurens county to hold back on his 
own farm at least one bale of cotton 
to the plow out of his 1914 crop. 

“We further urge every farmer, 
whether of the Farmers’ union or not, 
to set an example as well as encour- 
age and promote this cause in his local 
neighborhood, in order that we may all 
join the business men in this grand 
movement. 

“We further urge the farmers of all 
other counties of Georgia and the 
south to do everything in their power 
to help swell the grand total in this 
common cause looking to the ‘individual 
ownership’ of at least one bale of cot- 
ton or more by both the business men 
and the farmers. 

“Finally, we urge all farmers in 
holding back one or more bales to the 
plow to stand out for a 12%-cent mar- 
ket on this occasion.” 

At a meeting of the bankers of the 
county with the chamber of commerce 
in Dublin Wednesday resolutions were 
Passed asking that the farmers plant 
a great deal of small grain this year 
and enter more into business of stock- 
raising. The bankers pledged them- 
selves to aid the farmers in securing 
the necessary seed for a large crop of 
small grain. The farmers generally 
over the county are holding their cot- 
ton, and all classes are co-operating 
splendidly for better times. 


To Hold 400 Bales. 

Toccoa, Ga., September 17.—(Special.) 
Stephens county farmers and business 
men gathered in large numbers at the 
courthouse in Toccoa today to discuss 
and consider the cotton and financial 
situation. 

Committees and individuals reported 
pledges to buy and hold, or to hold, 
about 400 bales of cotton. 
en following resolutions were pass- 
€ 


“That the farmers be urged to pick 
and care for their cotton, and to have 
the same ginned and baled and placed 
in warehouse in order that receipts 
rom | be offered to creditors as collat- 
eral. 

“That the farmers be urged to re- 
duce their cotton crop for 1915 to five 
bales to the plow, and urge tenants to 
do the same. 

“That a committee of twenty be ap- 
pointed to obtain individual pledges 
from the farmers of Stephens oounty 
to reduce the acreage planted to cot- 
ton to five acres to the plow. 

“That members of the national house 
of representatives and senate be urged 
to support the proposition to limit the 
interest charge on emergency currency 
to handle the crop to the legal rate in 
each state.”’
